COPYRIGHT IN SPEECHES. 

The decision of Judge North that the London 
Times had copyright in its report of the speeches 
by Lord Rosebery, to the exclusion even of 
Lord Rosebery himself, has now been reversed 
by the Supreme Court of Appeal in England, 
which decides that the 'Times has no copyright 
in its reports as such. The particulars of the 
decision have not come to hand authentically, 
but it is said to be based on the view that the 
report of words as distinguished from the origi¬ 
nation of ideas cannot be the subject of copy¬ 
right. It is stated that John Lane, the pub¬ 
lisher, having been successful in this first ap¬ 
peal, the Times will in its turn appeal to the 
House of Lords, which is the final authority in 
England on such matters, which it hears 
through the Law Lords of its body. 

It was generally considered by the press and 
by copyright authorities that the decision of 
Lord North was untenable, as its logical out¬ 
come was in an evident reductio ad absurdum. 
It is essentially the inventor or author who 
is to be protected by patent and copyright 
laws, and this is made especially clear in the 
basis for those laws given in the American 
Constitution. The machinery of the Law Lords 
in England works rather slowly, and it may be 
a long time before the final decision is given ; 
but it is the general opinion that the latest de¬ 
cision reversing the original decision will be 
upheld. Certainly, it would be an astounding 
outcome if a speaker could be debarred from 
the use or control of his own speeches because 
a reporter happened to report them and put 
them in print. Such a decision would certainly 
militate in the long run against the copyright 
principle, because it would be so repugnant to 
common sense as to throw doubt on the wisdom 
of the copyright system. 

The earthquakeat Franklin Square has been 
followed by the whirlwind—the proposed 
McClure arrangement having given place to 
one with Col. G. B. McC. Harvey, a man who 


has made his mark at 35 as a born executive, 
successful alike in the editorial and business 
fields. His accession as Managing Director of 
the Harper corporation means new vigor in 
the old firm, which retains, of course, the 
venerated name as well as the co-operation of 
most of the honored family of the Harpers. 
The new financial strength, managing force, 
and editorial ability, combined with the old 
resources of the great house, should give it a 
new era of success. 


THE HARPER CHANGES. 

The proposed arrangement associating S. S. 
McClure, and with him the Messrs. Phillipps, 
Brady, and Doubleday, with the management 
of the corporation of Harper & Brothers, which 
was announced in June last, and which went 
into partial effect to the extent of the election 
upon the Harper Board of Mr. S. S. McClure 
as Second Vice-President, and of his associates 
as directors, the partial readjusting of the 
Harper business, the discontinuance of the 
Round Table , and the planning of several new 
Harper enterprises under McClure inspiration, 
was not finally consummated, and within the 
past fortnight the McClure inteiests finally 
withdrew from the proposed combination of in¬ 
terests. It is stated that it was found impos¬ 
sible to adjust some of the questions left open 
in the preliminary arrangements, and it is 
authoritatively denied that the non concur- 
rence of some of the members of the Harper 
family absent last summer, orany personal dis¬ 
agreements caused the withdrawal — every 
member of the Harper firm having been at that 
time cognizant of the plan. Meant me other 
negotiations have been pending for strength¬ 
ening the Harper corporation by the introduc¬ 
tion of a new outside element. The retirement 
of the McClure directors and the resignation 
of several of the Harper officers permitted a 
rearrangement of the corporate relations. On 
Thursday afternoon the readjustment was 
completed at a Board meeting, when Col. Geo. 
B. McC. Harvey was elected as President and 
Managing Director, John W. Harper, former 
President, as First Vice-President, and J. Henry 
Harper, former First Vice-President, as Sec¬ 
ond Vice-President. Clarence Mcllvaine, who 
has for years been in charge of the London 
house, and since the merging of the old firm of 
Osgoud, Mcllvaine & Co. into the Harper cor¬ 
poration, has been Third Vice-President, was 
continued in that position, with Capt. Jas. 
Thorne Harper as Secretary, and Henry Sleeper 
Harper as Treasurer. H. R. Harper and 
James Harper complete the Board of Direc¬ 
tors. John Harper, the younger, retired from 
active participation in the business some time 
since. 

It is understood that Col. Harvey came into 
control of $ 1 , 000,000 of Harper stock at a price 
approximately 150 , and will at once assume 
direct relations with the business as its active 
head. Newspaper reports refer to a previous 
appraisal at 237 per share, but no authority is 
given for this statement. 

In making the announcement of the rear¬ 
rangement Mr. J. Henry Harper said: 

" The stockholders of our company have felt 
for some time the desirability of obtaining as 
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the active head of our company a strong, 
energetic man, who, while having experience, 
should also be young enough to handle effec¬ 
tively a large organization. 

“ We invited Col. Harvey to take this posi¬ 
tion because of his success both in journalism 
and business, and later especially with The 
North American Review , whose circulation 
has doubled since he took charge of it in May. 
This achievement naturally attracted the at¬ 
tention of ourselves as well as of other pub¬ 
lishers, and our shareholders unanimously 
agreed to make him a proposition to assume 
the management of Harper & Brothers on 
terms which we knew must be and we consid¬ 
ered were liberal, and which at any rate were 
satisfactory to him, and after consideration 
accepted. He will enter upon his duties on 
Monday.” 

It is understood that the encyclopedia plans 
and the new periodical of which rumors have 
been heard will be carried out by Mr. McClure 
and his associates, through the firms of S. S. 
McClure & Co. or of Doubleday & McClure 
Co., which are separately organized, though 
of associated interests and personnel . The en¬ 
terprises of these houses and their extension 
are sufficiently important to absorb usefully 
the ability even of the very able men asso¬ 
ciated in these firms. 

The plan for the encyclopaedia had been en¬ 
tered upon by Mr. McClure some months be¬ 
fore the Harper negotiations were begun, and 
on the retirement of the McClure interests, Mr. 
Walter C. Page—recently editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly and formerly editor of The Forum , 
who had been secured by Mr. McClure to edit 
the encyclopaedia which it was then proposed 
to publish through the Harper organization— 
joined the S. S. McClure Co. and will carry on 
the development of the encyclopaedia under 
the title of McClure’s Encyclopaedia. This is 
intended to be a monument of comprehensive¬ 
ness, scholarship, and accuracy, and the ser¬ 
vices of many of the foremost specialists have 
already been secured for it. 

Colonel Harvey, in confirming the announce¬ 
ment of Mr. Harper; said that he should con¬ 
tinue as the editor of The North American 
Review , but was not prepared to discuss his 
plans for the future, as they were not fully 
matured. 

“ Colonel George B. McClellan Harvey, the 
new President, was born,” says the Tribune , 
“in Peacham, Vt., on February 16 , 1864 . He 
was graduated from the Caledonia County 
grammar school of that town, and began writ¬ 
ing for the local newspapers when fifteen 
years old. For several years previous to that 
his only accessible reading-matter was a 
monthlv copv of The North American Review , 
and he founded at that time a long-cherished 
ambition to become its editor. 

“ He served as a reporter on The Springfield 
Republican and later was on The Chicago A r ews. 
When twenty-one years old he came to this 
city and began work as a reporter on 7 'he 
World , occupying various reportoriaJ and edi¬ 
torial places. When twenty-six years old he 
was made managing editor, and one year later 
he was appointed manager in chief of that 
paper. 

“ His health becoming impaired, he was com¬ 
pelled to resign in 1893 , when he formed a 
business connection with William C. Whitney, 
which continued two years. At the end of that 


time he began the development of electric 
roads on Staten Island and the Atlantic Coast 
Electric Railroad, in Long Branch and Asbury 
Park. 

“ He was president of the Asbury Park and 
Sea Girt Railroad Company, treasurer of the 
Staten Island Ferry Company, and vice-presi¬ 
dent of the National SaltCompany. Hebought 
The North American Review in February of the 
present year, and assumed editorial direction 
last May. He formed what was popularly 
known as the Harvey syndicate for the pur¬ 
chase of street railroads in Havana and other 
Cuban properties, and devoted a large amount 
of time to the development of enterprises 
there.” 

Col. Harvey has been successful alike as an 
editor and as a business man, and the Harper 
corporation will have the double benefit of his 
“ new blood ” and of veteran experience in the 
•continuance of John W. Harper, the senior of 
the second Harper generation, being the son 
of Col. John Harper of the Brothers, who has 
been the financial head, and of J. Henry 
Harper, the senior of the third generation, 
being the grandson of Fletcher Harper, Sr., 
who has been the publishing head of the old 
firm. A member of the fourth generation, the 
present Fletcher Harper, oldest son of J. Henry 
Harper, has this year returned from his post 
in the London house into relations at Franklin 
Square. _ 

SCRIBNER’S ANNUAL EXHIBIT OF 
BOOKBINDINGS. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons opened on the 15 th 
inst. their annual special exhibition of fine 
bindings and first editions. The binders rep¬ 
resented include Stikeman, Zahn, Zaehnsdorf, 
Cobden-Sanderson, Dent, Matthews, Riviere, 
The Hampstead Bindery, Chambolle-Duru, 
Lortic fils , Meunier, Gruel, Thierry, and many 
others ; women binders are represented to an 
unusual extent, including examples from Miss 
Prideaux, Miss Bulkley, Miss Starr, and others. 

Among the items of special interest are copies 
of Shelton’s translation of “ Don Quixote,” 
(London, 1620 ,) and Beaumont and Fletcher, 
(London, 1647 ,) both bound by Riviere ; the 
first five editions of “The Compleat Angler,” 
( 1653 - 76 ,) in old bindings ; Burton’s “Anatomy 
of Melancholy,” (London, 1621 ,) and Milton’s 
“Poems,” (London, 1645 ,) in contemporary 
bindings; a copy of Browne’s “ Religio Me¬ 
dici,” (London, 1642 ,) in the original vellum 
binding; Shelley’s “Queen Mab,” (London, 
1813 ,) in the original boards; “Endymion,” 
( 181 S,) bound by Zaehnsdorf; Kipling’s “De¬ 
partmental Ditties,” ( 1886 ,) in the original 
binding; and a complete set of the Kelmscott 
publications, 67 volumes, of which 43 are on 
vellum. Stikeman has a rich volume on 
“ Royal English Bookbindings,” in blue, elab¬ 
orately tooled ; and Zahn, of Memphis,* is rep¬ 
resented by three bindings, notable for their 
delicate inlay work. H. Wood, of London, 
whose work is coming into fuller recognition, 
has three examples, one of which—Calverley’s 
verses and translations—is of exceptional del¬ 
icacy in conception and treatment; while a 
curious and original binding is that for Shake¬ 
speare’s “Sonnets,” by Miss Starr, in which a 
strawberry plant in white morocco with delicate 
tooling in greenish gold is inlaid in light 
blue. Carved bindings are contributed to this 
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collection by several well-known binders both 
of France and of England. Those by Gruel 
are as perfect in workmanship as anything of 
the kind can well be. The exhibition, which 
is of much artistic value and interest, will con¬ 
tinue for one week. 


THE AFFAIRS OF F. T. NEELY. 

On November 13 the creditors of F. Tennyson 
Neely met in the office of M. S. Wise, Referee 
in Bankruptcy, at 46 Exchange Place, New 
York. The principal object of the meeting was 
to elect trustees to manage the estate while in 
bankruptcy. It was the sense of the meeting 
that there should be three trustees, and their 
bond was fixed at $100,000. George C. Coffin 
nominated for trustees Charles E. Green, ex- 
Mayor of Binghamton, N. Y.; Alfred J. 
Lavignc, Secretary of the Charles Craske 
Company; and James M. Doremus, cashier of 
the Sprague National Bank. Colonel Ethan 
Allen was suggested by Thomas B. Connery 
as a representative of the authors. Joseph A. 
Arnold nominated J. Fred Ackerman, of Per¬ 
kins, Goodwin & Co.; James E. Stewart, of 
the Ben Franklin Press; and James M. Dore¬ 
mus. Later it was said that Mr. Doremus, not 
being a resident of the district, could not hold 
the position, and the trustees finally chosen are 
Charles E. Green, Alfred J. Lavigne, and 
Peter Alexander.

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

DAMAGES ASKED BECAUSE CYRANO IS 
STILL PLA YED. 

No statement of facts was filed in the United 
States Circuit Court in connection with the 
praecipe in which Samuel E. Gross asks $ 50,000 
against Richard Mansfield and others. The 
attorneys for the Chicago author admitted 
that the suit is the result of the alleged in¬ 
fringement on Mr. Gross’play, “The Mer¬ 
chant Prince of Cornville,” and it- is said 
additional damages are asked because Mr. 
Mansfield has persisted in producing “Cy¬ 
rano de Bergerac” since last January, when 
the bill for injunction was filed. An account¬ 
ing of the profits received by Mansfield was 
also asked in the original bill. It is said the 
petition for a restraining order, asked in the 
original bill, will soon be referred to a master 
in chancery. At that time the deposition of 
Edmond Rostand, the author of “Cyrano de 
Bergerac,” will form an important part of the 
testimony. _ 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

John H. Haswell, chief clerk of the Bureau 
of Indexes and Archives until last spring, died 
on Monday, November 13 . He was born at 
Albany, New York, in 1841 . He devised the 
cipher code by which since 1876 the government 
communicates with its representatives abroad. 

Col. Henry Inman, the Western pioneer, died 
at Topeka, Kansas, on Monday, November 13 . 
He was born in New York City, July 30 , 1837 . 
He went West when quite a young man and be¬ 
came the associate of Col. W. F. Cody (Buffalo 
Bill). In 1857 he entered the army and served 
in the Indian campaigns in the Far West, 
until the Civil War transferred him to the Army 
of the Potomac. Later he again fought through 
the fierce Indian campaigns of 1868 - 9 . His 
life and adventures he* has described in several 
books, which have had great success. Among 
them are “ The Old Santa F 6 Trail; ” “ Great 
Salt Lake Trail; ” “ Tales of the Trail;” “ The 
Ranch on the Oxhide;” “A Pioneer From 
Kentucky;” and “Buffalo Jones,” which ap¬ 
peared only a few weeks ago. 

Dr. Moritz Busch, author of a life of Bis¬ 
marck that caused much comment, died on the 
16 th inst. at Leipzig. Dr. Busch was born on 
February 13 , 1821 . He was a voluminous 
writer, but was known chiefly through his as¬ 
sociation with Bismarck. In 1870 he became 
attached to the press bureau of the German 
Foreign Office, and for many years thereafter 
many of his utterances in newspapers with 
which he was connected were supposed to 
represent Bismarck’s views or to be inspired 
by him. His “ Life of Bismarck ” and the 
other books he wrote about the Chancellor 
caused much discussion owing to the attacks 
contained in them upon people and nations. 
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Of one of these books, Dr. Schweninger, Bis¬ 
marck’s physician, said that he had marked 300 
errors in it. His “ Bismarck in the Franco- 
Prussian War, 1870 - 71 ,” and "Our Chancel¬ 
lor,” are best known to English readers. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Professor Mahaffy will resign his Chair of 
Ancient History in the University of Dublin, 
which he has held for nearly thirty years, in 
February next. 

W. D. Howells, after refusing for many 
years to mount the lecture platform, has at last 
consented, and is now beginning a course of 
fifty lectures in various cities. 

Hamlin Garland is to marry Miss Zuleine 
Taft, daughter of Prof. Don Carlos Taft and 
sister of L^rado Taft, the sculptor, on the 23 d 
inst., at Hanover, Kan., the home of Pro¬ 
fessor Taft. 

The author of the poem, " Man, Whence 
and Where?” John P. Morris, of Providence, 
R. I., is a bricklayer, who has, to quote his own 
words, "never had the advantage of school 
education.” 

Frank R. Stockton, who has removed 
from Convent Station, N. J., to Charlestown, 
Jefferson County, West Va., is at present en¬ 
gaged on a series of eight stories for The 
Cosmopolitan , some of which have already 
been published in that magazine. 

It is stated on good authority, according to 
a correspondent of the Bookseller and Ne7os- 
man , that Nicolai Mikalowitch, the author of 
" Numa’s Vision” and 44 The Goodhood of 
Man,” is Nicholas Michels, a well-known Chi¬ 
cago lawyer, who has adopted the Russian 
translation of his name as his pseudonym. 

William Samuel Lilly, Honorary Fellow of 
Peterhouse, Cambridge, has added to his long 
list of standard works of history a new book 
dealing with politics. The writer has taken a 
fresh and striking view of his subject, based 
upon common sense. The title of the book, 
which is to come from the press of G. P. Put¬ 
nam’s Sons, is 44 First Principles in Politics.” 

Ernest Vizetelly, whose name is identified 
with translations of Zola’s novels, has refused 
to translate 44 F 6 condit 6 ,” as he fears it will be 
impossible to do the book justice and at the 
same time avoid offending the susceptibilities 
of English readers. An English translation 
will eventually be made for Chatto & Windus, 
but the Macmillans have withdrawn their an¬ 
nouncement of the English work in view of 
Mr. Vizetelly’s statement. 

Egerton Castle, the author of the recently 
published romance, 44 Young April,” has writ¬ 
ten a letter in which he says that all the char¬ 
acters in his novel are personages who were 
still living in the middle of the century, many 
of whom were intimately known by Mr. 
Castle’s father. The names of the actors are, 
of course, changed or disguised in the book, 
and the dates suitably altered, and the exact 
situation of "the Germanic Confederation 
Kinglets”—as the irate Guardsman has it—is 
left vague with a purpose. 

The board of managers of the Society of 
American Authors entertained J Herbert 
Thring, of London, secretary of the English So¬ 
ciety of Authors, at lunch at the Lawyers’ 


Club, New York, on the 3 d inst. Mr. Thring 
came here to attend the first annual banquet of 
the Canadian Authors’ Society at Toronto, on 
October 24 , and to arrange with the American 
Society for a more effective co-operation in pro¬ 
tecting and furthering the interests of authors 
and writers. He returned to England on the 
steamship Campania on the 4 th inst. 

Sir William Crookes, inventor of the 
"Crookes tube,” by which the 44 Roentgen 
rays” were produced, has been investigating 
the World’s Wheat Supply. His research has 
led him to believe that if the bread-eating 
population increases at its present rate, there 
will not be in all the world, thirty years 
hence, enough wheat-producing land to supply 
bread-eaters. His belief is supported by C. 
Wood Davis, of Kansas, an authority in food 
statistics, and by Hon. John Hyde, Statistician 
of the U. S. Department of Agriculture. Their 
opinions are embodied in a book entitled 44 The 
Wheat Problem,” to be published by G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons. 

Since the death of Grant Allen it has come 
to light that within two years he published 
44 Rosalba” and 44 The Typewriter Girl ” under 
the pseudonym Olive Pratt Rayner. 44 Ros¬ 
alba ” was published by the Putnams at the 
same time they were putting out "Miss Cay¬ 
ley’s Adventures,” of which Grant Allen was 
the acknowledged author, and they even did 
not know they were running two books by the 
same author. When 44 The Typewriter Girl ” 
was published in 1897 the authorship was at¬ 
tributed to an American lady, the daughter of 
a Dr. Pratt, of Salem, Mass., and wife of a 
Mr. Theodore Rayner, an Englishman residing 
near Verona, whom she was supposed to have 
married in 1896 . So circumstantial was the 
canard that it was accepted without question. 

The New York Evening Post in its issue.for 
November 3 announces that E. L. Godkin has 
severed his active connection with the Post. 
it was his intention to do so in any case on 
the 1 st of January next, but the step has been 
hastened by impaired health. He will con¬ 
tinue to be an occasional editorial contributor. 
Mr. Godkin is the last of the giants of journal¬ 
ism, among whom may be named Horace 
Greeley, Henry J. Raymond, the elder Bennett, 
William Cullen Bryant, and Charles A. Dana. 
Edwin Lawrence Godkin has been a news¬ 
paper writer almost from the time when he 
was graduated from Queen’s College, Belfast, 
in 1851 . He was born at Moyne, County 
Wicklow, Ireland, but received his early edu¬ 
cation near Wakefield, England. His early 
newspaper work marked him as a writer of 
force, vigor, good judgment, and excellent de¬ 
scriptive powers. So he was sent by the Lon¬ 
don Daily JVe7us, on which he was employed, 
as one of its correspondents to the scenes of 
the Crimean War. At its conclusion he came 
to this country, making a horseback tour 
through the Southern States, which he de¬ 
scribed for the same newspaper. Coming to 
New York, he studied law in the office of 
David Dudley Field, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1859 . After a short term of practice ill- 
health obliged him to return to Europe. When 
restored, he came back to New York again, 
acting as correspondent of the London Daily 
Nctus . For a short time he was an editorial 
writer on the New York Times , but in 1865 
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established a weekly newspaper, The Nation , 
which he edited until it was united with The 
Evening Post. Since-then he has been editor 
of the joint publication. In 1895 he was ap¬ 
pointed a member of the Civil Service Com¬ 
mission, on which he served until Mayor Van 
Wyck’s election. He recently purchased 
property in New Haven, Conn., in which city 
it has been reported he will hereafter spend 
much of his time. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

Munsey's is to have an English edition. 

Kin-Pan must unquestionably be regarded 
as the oldest paper in the world. According 
to The Beacon , it is an official paper, published 
in China, and was founded in 911 . From 1361 
it appeared as a weekly paper, but from 1800 it 
was published daily, and now it is even issued 
three times a day. Each edition consists of 
8000 copies. The morning edition is printed 
on yellow paper, the second edition on white, 
and the evening paper on black paper. The 
morning paper contains only information re¬ 
lating to trade, the second edition is official, 
and the evening paper contains leading articles, 
news from the provinces and extracts from the 
two earlier editions.

H. B. Claflin’s “ List of Books, Season 
1899 - 1900 ,” is an attractive general catalogue 
of some five hundred pages, the use of which 
is facilitated by a title-index. It is fully illus¬ 
trated with portraits and many illustrations 
from the books included, and is well printed 
and substantially gotten up. (504 p. 8 ? .) 

The original manuscript of Rev. S. F. 
Smith’s hymn “America” has been presented 
to Hon. George Fred Williams, of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Democratic Committee, as an appreci¬ 
ation of his views against expansion. The 
anthem was written in 1832 , and has been 
handed down as a heirloom by one of the old¬ 
est families in Boston. An effort was made to 
have the original made a part of the Boston 
Publ’c Library collection of relics, but the 
owners decided that Mr. Williams should have 
it. 

The Burrows Brothers Company, Cleve¬ 
land, have a notable publication in their newly 
issued " Catalogue of the Best Books in every 
Department of Literature.” This is a sub¬ 
stantial octavo of over four hundred pages, 
listing books in stock first in a classified ar¬ 
rangement and then in a compact author-title- 
and-subject index. Entries are given with 
sufficient fulness, there are frequent annota¬ 
tions, and in some cases short reviews or 
extracts are appended. The classification is 
simple and readily understood, and the index 
makes consultation an easy task. The cata¬ 
logue is a thoroughly workmanlike production, 
and should be of great service as a guide to 
books in print to the trade, to librarians, and 
buyers; in type, printing, and paper, it is a 
model. It is planned to issue supplements to 
this general volume from year to year, thus 
keeping it thoroughly up to date. ( 10 +

sented to the Libraryof Congress at Washington 


a bibliographical treasure of great value and 
interest in “ The General Historic of Virginia, 
New-England, and the Summer-Isles: with the 
names of the Adventurers, Planters, and the 
Governours from their first beginning Ano: 
1584 to this present 1624 . With the Proceed¬ 
ings of those Severall Colonies and the Acci¬ 
dents that befell them in all their Journyes 
and Discoveries. Also the Maps and De¬ 
scriptions of all those Countryes, their Com¬ 
modities, people, Government, Customs and 
Religion yet kr.owne. Divided into sixe 
Bookes. By Captaine Iohn Smith sometymes 
Governour in those Countries & Admirall of 
New England.” This copy of the old Smith 
narrative is almost perfect and very rare, being 
a large-paper copy of the original folio, or 1624 
edition. It has brilliant impressions of the 
engraved title, the four maps, and the por¬ 
traits of the Duchess of Richmond and of Ma- 
toaka. It is bound in red crushed levant and 
bears the name of Riviere as binder. The 
edges are full gilt, and there is abundant gold 
tooling on the back and sides, with the French 
ducal crown interwoven. The letter-press is 
clear and unsoiled, and the whole condition of 
the book delights the collector.

Clay Trumbull. They will shortly bring out 
the articles William Archer has been writ¬ 
ing for r J'he Times Saturday Review under the 
title “ America To-Dav : observations and 
reflections.”

Archer gathered a year ago while he was 
“ among us taking notes.”

American war; “The Bible in Court,” by J. 
E. Sagebeer, applying legal methods to bib- 
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lical study and criticism; and “The Wreck of 
the Conemaugh ,” by T. Jenkins Hains, author 
of “ The Wind Jammers.” This house has 
just issued “ A New Race Diplomatist,” by 
Mrs. Jennie Bullard Waterbury, which con¬ 
trasts the American spirit of to-day with Old 
World civilizations; and “The True William 
Penn,” by Sydney George Fisher, which ap¬ 
pears just about the date when William Penn 
reached this country in 1682 . 

William J. Campbell, Philadelphia, is pub¬ 
lishing a series ol books which will give the 
complete story of the early German settlements 
in the eastern part of the State of Pennsyl¬ 
vania. He has now ready “The German 
Pietists of Pennsylvania, 1694 - 1708 ; “The 
German Sectarians of Pennsylvania, 1708 - 
1742 ;” “The Fatherland in its Relation to 
Pennsylvania, 1450 - 1700 ,” all by J. F. Sachse; 
and “The German Emigration to America, 
1704 - 1740 ,” by Dr. H. E. Jacobs. On Novem¬ 
ber 20 he will have ready “The Settlement of 
Germantown,” by Hon. Sami. W. Penny- 
packer; and later a second volume of Sachse’s 
“German Sectarians,” covering the years 1742 - 
1800 . These books also give full accounts of the 
Saur and Ephrata presses, the earliest German 
printing establishments in America. There are 
hundreds of illustrations in the text and numer¬ 
ous full-page plates and facsimiles of title- 
pages of rare books.
